In-Wall Stereo Speaker Wall Plate 

Your RadioShack In-Wall Stereo Speaker Wall Plate lets you easily connect a set of speakers to wiring behind a wall or 
partition. It accepts from 20- to 14-gauge wire (up to 10-gauge using Pin Connectors). Read all of these instructions before 
installing the wall plate, and follow them carefully to ensure proper installation. 

CHOOSING A LOCATION 


Choose a location for the wall plate where: 

• Wiring exists or you can easily run wire through the wall 

• The plate’s installation will not interfere with electrical wiring or wall struc- 
tures

INSTALLATION 

Caution: Be sure your audio equipment is turned off when you connect or dis- 
connect wires. 


Note: Be sure to follow the correct polarity (-1- to -i- and - to -) when making 
connections. Improper connections might cause abnormal stereo reproduc- 
tion and reduce the bass response. 

1 . Draw a 1 Y4 X 4 inch (4.4 x 1 0.2 cm) outline on the wall. 

2. Drill a Ys inch (1 cm) hole in one corner of the outline. 

3. Using a saber or keyhole saw, make four cuts along the outline, then 
remove the cut out portion. 

4. Run wiring from the source (amplifier/receiver) through the wall and out 
through the cut out opening. 

5. Carefully remove about V2inch (1.2 cm) of insulation from the wire ends. 
Twist the bare wire strands and solder the wire to the terminals on the 
back of the wall plate. 

6. Assemble the mounting brackets (two formed and two flat pieces) using 
the four supplied medium screws. Then place the assembly in the open- 
ing, and twist it to fit the opening. Tighten the screws to secure each 
bracket. 

7. Attach the wall plate to the bracket assembly using the two supplied short 
screws. 

8. Prepare the speaker wires by removing V 2 inch (1 .2 cm) of insulation from 
the wire ends. Then twist the bare wire strands. 

9. Connect each speaker wire to the wall plate by pressing the appropriate L 
(left) or R (right) rectangular button on the plate, inserting the wire, and 
releasing the button. Use red for the positive connections and black for 
the negative connections.
